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1988 WILDCATS A FACTOR 
IN ROSE BOWL SWEEPSTAKES 


Things are shaping up nicely for the 
‘88 University of Arizona grid squad. 
Coach Dick Tomey and his staff have 
a year in Tucson under their belts. A 
favorable schedule. Good talent. A nice 
blend of youth and experience. 

Of course, getting to Pasadena will 
take all of this and more. Defending 
PAC-10 champ USC is the likely bet to 
capture league honors once again. And, 
if the Trojans don’t get the job done, 
Terry Donahue’s UCLA Bruins should 
be right there. Washington — possibly 
even the upstart Oregon Ducks or 
Arizona State — could surprise. 

But we still like what Tomey is doing 
with the Cats. The offense, a combination 
of the Run & Shoot and the Wishbone, 
is beginning to look like big trouble for 
PAC-10 defensive coordinators.. The 
Cats led the conference in rushing in ‘87. 

Balance will be the key this time. With 
soph Ronald Veal (5-10,200) and senior 
Bobby Watters (5-11,185) back to 
handle the quarerbacking chores, Ari- 
zona might very well be able to maintain 
its rushing average while improving in the 
passing game. 

Veal, a true freshman last year, was 
forced into action when Watters broke 
his thumb early in the year against 
UCLA. The youngster did a terrific job, 
clicking on 49% of his passes for 1,239 
yards and four scores. He also led the 
Cats in rushing with 566 yards and 
another nine TD’s. 

Watters, a transfer from SMU, con- 
tributed over 400 yards total offense and 
four six-pointers in less than three games. 
He was granted a medical redshirt and

is definitely a threat to regain the top spot 
for Tomey. 

The running back corps is really 
something, quite possibly the deepest and 
most talented in the school’s history. It 
would be a shock if any of the backs runs 
for 1,000 yards, but you might see 
several over the 500-yard mark. 

Two of the best — junior Art Great- 
house (5-10,205) and senior Alonzo 
Washington (5-11,210)—had some 
academic difficulties to overcome in the 
spring. They combined for nearly 800 
yards in ‘87. If everything works out 
alright for this duo, they could substan- 
tially add to that total in the months 
ahead. 


Others looking for playing time are 
soph Darryl Lewis (5-9,185), junior 
David Eldridge (6-1,195), redshirt 
freshman Mario Hampton (6-0,235) and 
soph Reggie McGill (5-9,190). Hampton 
was particularly impressive in the spring 
from his fullback slot.

If that’s not enough, Wildcat foes also 
have to contain Derek Hill, who earned 
all-conference honors from his flanker 
post last season. This 6-2, 190-pound 
senior grabbed 45 aerials for nearly 800 
yards a year ago. He’s thought to be the 
best in the PAC-10 at his position and 
a legitimate All-America candidate. 

However, the other receivers are 
unproven. Watch for either Melvin Smith 
(6-1,185,Jr.) or Kip Lewis (5-11, 165, 
Jr.) to start opposite Hill at split end. 

Tomey thinks his offensive line will be 
greatly improved. It helps to have 
returning all-conference and All-America 
center Joe Tofflemire in uniform. At 6- 
3, and 265 pounds, he’s truly a force in

the middle. Other probable starters are 
JC transfer Glenn Parker (6-6,290), 
senior Rob Woods (6-7,265) and junior 
John Brandom (6-3,260). Either senior 
Doug Penner (6-3,255) or redshirt 
freshman Paul Tofflemire (6-2,255), 
Joe’s brother, should round out the 
regulars up front. Tomey could be right; 
the Cats look solid here. 

The placekicking chores once again 
belong to junior Gary Coston, who 
connected on 15 of 23 field goals and 
28 of 29 PAT’s in ‘87. His 73 total points 
were down from the 97 he tallied as a 
freshman in ‘86 when he led the confer- 
ence in scoring. But he’s been a steady 
— sometimes spectacular — kicker for 
Arizona and Coston should play a key 
role for the Wildcats this season. Brett 
Holley, a senior who averaged 37.7 
yards per kick last year, figures to be the 
punter again. 

There'll be some new faces on defense, 
especially at inside linebacker and in the 
secondary. But a couple of the veterans 
— noseguard Dana Wells and defensive 
back James DeBow — are expected to 
lead the defensive effort. 

Wells, a 6-2, 260-pound senior, was 
presented with the Morris Award in ‘87, 
given to the PAC-10’s top defensive 
lineman. He participated in 49 tackles 
last year, including seven sacks. Wells 
is definitely a big-time player. 

He'll be joined on the defensive front 
by senior Brad Henke (6-4,265) and 
either junior Ken Hakes (6-5,245) or

redshirt freshman Odel Stewart (6- 
5,250). Depth could be a problem, 
although redshirt freshmen John Fina 
and Nick Fineangonofo and true fresh- 
men Bill Smothers and Tim Gorman will 
give it their best shot. 

It looks as though the Singleton twins, 
Darren Case and Reggie Johnson will 
open at the four linebacker slots. Chris 
Singleton (6-3,230,Jr.) has the ability to 
be terrific at one of the outside positions, 
while Johnson (6-3,220,So.), a junior 
college transfer, has good speed and is 
expected to give the Wildcats a better 
pass rush. Sean Cook (6-3,215,Fr.) is 
a player to watch. 

Kevin Singleton (6-2,225,Jr.) was 
moved inside in the spring and will work 
with Case, a 6-2, 220-pound sophomore. 
Soph Zeno Alexander (6-1,220) and 
walk-on Don Salum (6-3,220) are back- 
ups. One of Tomey’s prize recruits, 
freshman Marcel Wade (6-4,230), could 
also see action here, if he’s ready. 
Additional support must come from a 
number of inexperienced performers. 

The secondary will be missing All- 
America Chuck Cecil, of course, who 
was a mainstay in the Arizona defense 
for three years. Tomey hopes DeBow 
can be the leader of this group and the 
5-10, 195-pound senior has given every 
indication that he'll do just that from his 
strong safety location. 

The playing time at Cecil’s old position 
will be divided up by former quarterback 
Jeff Hammerschmidt (5-10,185,So.)

and Rich Groppenbacher (5-10, 
190,Jr.). Junior Durrell Jones (5- 
10,180) is good and getting better at one 
corner, while the trio of JC transfer Scott 
Geyer (6-0,170) and sophs Todd Burden 
(6-1,180) and Jimmy Tucker (6-2,185) 
will fight it out on the other side. 

As always, a couple of key injuries 
could certainly dampen the hopes of the 
Cats. But we think Tomey will put a 
formidable outfit on the field when 
Arizona kicks off against Oregon State 
on September 3rd.

Unless the totally unexpected happens, 
he figures to be the Player of the Year 
in Arizona. He’s already received con- 
siderable preseason All-America 
mention. 

The competition should come from a 
good Sahuaro outfit and probably the 
CDO Dorados. Sunnyside, Buena and 
Santa Rita look solid too.

AMPHITHEATER 


It shouldn’t be too difficult for Panther 
opponents to guess what Amphi is going 
to do with the football this year. Sure, 
Coach Friedli will throw the ball around 
a little, but he’s going to give Michael 
Bates the pigskin whenever possible. 

What would you do? The 5-11, 188- 
pound Bates has merely rushed for 
almost 2,600 yards and 34 TD’s in the 
past two seasons. He’s also one of the 
best prep sprinters and hurdlers in the 
country. In fact, his skills are so remark- 
able that he’s being recruited by just 
about every major college football power 


in the U.S. 

But Bates can’t do it by himself. And 
he won't have to. The school that has 
produced so many fine players over the 
years — Riki Ellison (USC, NFL San 
Francisco 49ers), Jon Volpe (Stanford), 
Ted Friedli (Arizona State) and Marion 
Bates (USC), to name a few — has a 
good supply again in ‘88. 

Senior signal caller David Rome (5- 
10,165) is a valuable asset to the 
Panther offense. He’s experienced and 
tough to contain. Junior placekicker 
Adam Macklin (5-8,160) undoubtedly 
will get plenty of PAT opportunities and 
might even kick a field goal or two if the 
offense ever bogs down. 

Scott Spencer (6-1,220,Sr.) and John 
Kittle (6-4,245,Sr.) anchor the line, while 
Keith Luna (6-0,220,Sr.) is a top-notch 
offensive guard. Spencer is among the 
best in Tucson, possessing good speed 
and experience. He'll play both ways. 

One of the leaders on defense for the 
Panthers will be senior linebacker Eric 
Howard (6-1,217). Others will emerge. 
In all, Friedli returns 30 lettermen’ from 
last season’s 9-2 squad. And continued 
improvement on his 117-20-1 record at 
Amphi is a sure bet. 


SAHUARO 


The Cougars just might be able to line 
up against Amphi and hold their own. 
True, they don’t have a “Michael Bates” 
caliber player, but Coach Howard Brei- 
nig returns 20 lettermen from his classy 
‘87 team, which finished with eight wins 
in 10 outings. Graduates from an unde- 
feated 8-0 JV only brighten the picture. 

Record-setting kicker Jeff Black (5- 
10,160) is a real headache for AAA- 
I South rivals. Senior Jeff Moat (5- 
10,170) is the likely starter at quarter- 
back and Derek Ray, a 5-9, 170-pound 
senior, should do some real damage at 
fullback. 

The line is big and strong, led by junior 
Mike Ciasca (6-5,275) and seniors Jesus 
Tavizon (6-0,190), Mark McLenna (6- 
3,200) and Mike Franzen (6-0,235). In 
fact, the Sahuaro tradition of outstanding 
lineman should not suffer at all in ‘88. 

Others to watch include Justin Ward 
(5-11,210), Brian Hammer (6-1,220), 
Ben Dobyns (6-0,170) and Mike 
Mapother (5-10,170), all seniors. Coach 
Breinig’s bunch appears headed for the 
playoffs. 


CANYON DEL ORO 


The Dorados hope to keep the momen- 
tum going from late in the ‘87 campaign. 


Of course, a total of 13 returning starters, 
eight on offense, will make the task a bit 
easier. Improvement on the 4-6 mark of 
a year ago is in the cards. 

Versatile senior Tom Gottschall (6- 
2,215) is an honors candidate at both 
fullback and linebacker. He has 4.8 
speed. Twelfth-grader Todd Schleicher 
(6-1,170) is set at quarterback; he'll be 
throwing to wide receivers Harry 
McLaughlin (6-3,180,Sr.) and V. Joe 
Stark (5-9,160,Sr.). Lee De Vries (5- 
9,190,Jr.) will team with Gottschall at 
running back. 

Stalwarts up front are seniors Dan 
Martin (6-2,205), Chad Kramb (6- 
3,210), Phil Paschal (6-3,215) and 
Dave Carlson (6-1,225). Coach Bill 
Tripp also expects big things from 
transfer Doug Dye (6-1,185,DB) and 
former JV’ers David Hydock (6- 
3,240,OL/DL) and Mike Heikus (5- 
10,190,OL/LB). 

It’s important that CDO doesn’t repeat 
its poor start of ‘87. The AAA-I South 
is simply too competitive to give the 
opposition a big lead early in the year. 
We think this version of Dorado football 
will be in it from the beginning. 


SUNNYSIDE 


Head man Terry Seward welcomes 
back 15 veterans from his 7-4 squad at 
Sunnyside. Unfortunately, standout 
receiver De Ron Johnson apparently 
won't be one of them, since he’s decided 
to concentrate on basketball. 

Seward is fighting a constant battle 
with numbers these days. The school is 
down to 1,300 students total. He antic- 
ipates playing with just 25 team members 
and pays considerable attention to how 
things are going in the classroom. He just 
can’t afford to lose anybody. 

Yet the Blue Devils present an impres- 
sive array of top-notch linemen, headed 
by the likes of seniors Mike Hernandez 
(6-1,245), Dave Murrieta (6-0,215) and 
Derrick Haywood (5-9,225). 

The running game should be keyed by 
junior flyer Mike Scurlock (5-10,170), 
although watch for Rick Bush (5- 
10,165,Jr.) and Carlos Flores (5- 
10,200,Sr.) to gain some yards too. The 
quarterback will be Mark Tobias, a 6- 
0, 170-pound senior. 

Two-way players Freddy Espinoza (5- 
11,185,LB/RB) and Rodney Johnson 
(6-0,165,DB/SE) will fit in as needed. 
This is a formidable squad, even though 
Seward doesn’t have a Fred Sims, Harry 
Holt, David Adams, Jerry Beasley or 
Bobby Valdez at his disposal. Sunnyside 
should be alright. 
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SIERRA VISTA BUENA 


“We're returning one of our better 
groups,” says head mentor Truman 
Williamson of his ‘88 Buena Colts. If 
that’s true, the rest of the AAA-I South 
better take notice. 

Twenty-eight letter winners are back 
and raring to go. It’s highly possible that 
Buena could make up for lost time 
quickly, if everything falls into place. 

It all starts with Cedric Martin, a 5- 
9, 150-pound senior quarterback with 
4.6 speed. He’s elusive enough to give 
everyone a tough time. Junior Ben 
Hoskins (5-9, 160) will back him up, with 
senior Arthur Alexander (6-1,200) also 
available if needed. Alexander is primar- 
ily a linebacker though. 

Other skill positions will be manned by 
Jerry Wingate (5-11,160,SE,Sr.), 
Robert Sparkman (5-9,165,RB,So.), 
Robert Royce (5-10,200,FB,Jr.) and 
Craig Sipple (6-3,190,TE,Sr.). Senior 
kicker Mike Leavitt (5-6,135) will also 
put some points on the board. 

Center Keith Rabb (6-4,250,Sr.) and 
tackle David Moore (6-5,250,Sr.) can 
more than get the job done. Remember 
those names. Other contributors on the 
line will be Ron Williams (6-2,225,Sr.), 
Tom White (6-1,195,Sr.) and Ray 
Galmido (6-2,250,Jr.). Size is no 
problem. 

Linebackers Charles Schwartz (6- 
1,190,Sr.), atransfer, and Tod Linendoll 
(6-0,190,Sr.) will combine with Alex- 
ander to give Buena valuable tools on 
defense. Senior defensive back Eric Nash 
(5-11,165) is a top-notch performer. It 
wouldn’t be a shock at all if the Colts 
make the playoffs. 


SANTA RITA 


Eric Drage, a gifted 6-1, 175-pound 
wide receiver, leads a group of 14 
returning lettermen at Santa Rita. Coach 
Bob Vielledent is optimistic that the 
Eagles can make the playoffs again in 
‘88. 

If that happens, Drage will play a big 
role, no doubt. He merely grabbed 30 
passes for 800 yards and 15 touchdowns 
as a junior. Opposing coaches rate him 
a definite honors candidate. 

Junior quarterback Aaron Santini will 
do the throwing to Drage and senior 
flanker Ricky Orozco (6-1,180). Santini 
(6-0,170) has quick feet and is poten- 
tially a very good player for the Eagles. 

The leader up front could be Dave 
Pottinger (6-2,205,C), a junior, while 
Greg Gills (6-0,150,Sr.), Kurt Murroney 
(5-11,170,Sr.) and Marc Shettleroe (5- 


10,165,Sr.) will play wherever Vielle- 


dent needs them most. 


TUCSON 


The ‘87 Badgers finished at 5-5, 
winning three of their last four games. 
Coach Todd Mayfield is hoping his 
Tucson club can keep it going in ‘88. 
Nineteen lettermen return altogether, 
including a trio of first-class performers 
in the offensive backfield. 

Quarterback Zep Holmes (6-0,185), 
halfback Darius Alexander (5-8,180) 
and fullback Steve Watson (5-10,170) 
are certainly capable players. Mayfield 
is relying heavily on these seniors. 

Other key contributors should be 
center Tobin Lopes (6-1,200), line- 
backer Steve Armenta (5-11,180) and 
tackle Robert Romero (5-11,210). Up 
from the 2-6 JV are linebacker Lamar 
Harris (6-2,190), defensive end Sean 
Harris (6-1,190) and kicker William 
Morales. 

The Badgers are a bit of a mystery 
team right now. We don’t expect them 
to slip from last year, but we’re not sure 
how much over the .500 mark is within 
range. 


SABINO 


A new coach takes over at Sabino, 
although Jeff Scurran is certainly no 
stranger to prep football fans in Tucson. 
The former CDO head mentor inherits 
just 14 letter winners from a team that 
won just twice in 10 attempts in ‘87. 

But Scurran has been a consistent 
winner and the Sabercats could surprise 
some folks this fall. Senior Garrett Ford 
(6-4,200) will be Scurran’s trigger man 
in the Run and Shoot. The running back 
corps consists of Troy Iverson (5- 


11,180,Sr.), Mark Sanchez (5- 
8,160,Jr.), Paul Wheeler (5- 


11,170,Jr.), transfer J.J. Ruther (6- 
0,180,Sr.) and Gabe Crumbley (5- 
10,160,Jr.). 

Seniors Tom Webb (6-2,265,OT), 
Ali Farhang (6-0,210,OT) and John 
Wallace (6-3,220,C) are the nucleus of 
the line, while Brent Austin (6-0,195) 
and Darren Claussen (6-7,200) will help 
out at the defensive end slots. 

Scurran also anticipates good, solid 
work from punter Ryan Farnum (5- 
11,165), defensive backs Tod Brown (5- 
10,150), wide receiver Chris Haggard 
(6-3,170), linebacker Rob Gardner (5- 


8,185) and defensive back Chris Wilkes 
(5-10,190). 


SALPOINTE 


Coach Pat Welchert has just six 
returnees from his 5-5 bunch of a year 
ago. The Lancers will be very inexpe- 
rienced and the lines could be a problem. 

On the plus side are five seniors that 
will form the backbone of this year’s 
group. Quarterback Gilbert Dominguez 
(5-9,175) and flanker Trae Kent (6- 
1,200) will test the opposition through 
the air, while Vinaz Errico (5-10,210) 
could provide a positive influence up 
front. Defensive lineman Eric Tobe (5- 
8,230) and secondary man K.C. 
Childers (5-9, 180) hope to limit the other 


guys. 

Up from the 5-3 JV are the likes of 
Neil Wheitman and Akido Kettrell. It 
won't be easy, but Welchert and troops 
will be giving it their best shot.

II South again in ‘88. The powerhouse 
of the league for many years — Flowing 
Wells — continues to shine, but relative 
newcomer Desert View seems to be 
making headway. Pueblo, Cholla and 
Rincon are also legitimate contenders this 
time around. 

A repeat of the ‘87 campaign when 
three teams were tied for first going into 
the last week is possible. But we think 
the Desert View Jaguars are the team 
to beat.

DESERT VIEW 


Coach Humberto Federico will have 
plenty of familiar faces around when he 
cranks it up for the ‘88 effort. Back are 
22 veterans from his 9-3 bunch of a year 
ago. And senior quarterback Adam 
Rodriguez (5-11,190) is one of those 
returnees. Federico thinks he can be one 
of the top QB’s in the state this year. 

The running back tandem of Jesse 
West (5-9,170) and Ricardo Abril (5- 
7,150) figures to pick up big chunks of 
yardage for Desert View behind a bigger- 
than-normal offensive line. Terrell Morris 
(6-3,240,OT) and Antonio Robles (5- 
10,180,C) will be the leaders there. 
Federico will utilize Ray Rodriguez (5- 
10,180) to run the ball inside. 

Adam Rodriguez will try to locate 
senior split end Bobby Garcia (5-9, 160) 
often enough to keep the offensive attack 
balanced. The Jaguars should be explo- 
sive and high-scoring. 

Up from a 6-2 junior varsity are a 
number of solid players who are expected 
to contribute as the season progresses: 
Albert Apo (5-9,160,QB/CB), Frank 
Martinez (5-10,175,RB/LB), Mario 


Figuera (5-10,180,RB/LB), Patrick 
Radford (5-9,150,SE/CB), David 
Romero (5-11,195,TE/LB), Hector 
Godey (5-10,180,TE/DE), Jaime Prieto 


(6-0,220,C), Noe Mendoza (6-

2,210,OT/DT) and Anthony Galvez (6- 
0,210,OT/DT). 


PUEBLO 


The Warriors are looking for a third 
straight trip to the playoffs and it appears 
they’re get there. Twenty-six lettermen 
return to try and improve on last year’s 
5-4 slate. 

Coach Saturnino Santa Cruz is relying 
heavily on an outstanding linebacking 
corps to bolster his defense. Seniors 
Tyrone Johnson (6-3,220), Rene Simp- 
son (6-2,210) and Danny Samorano (5- 
10,165) are all fine players and will be 
tough to handle. Johnson, in particular, 
is drawing considerable attention as he 
prepares for the ‘88 season. 

The big man on offense will be Jose 
Murrietta, without a doubt. He'll line up 
at one of the tackle positions — all 6- 
6 and 310 pounds of him. The big-play 
guy for the Warriors figures to be senior 
wide receiver Wilbur Washington, a 5- 
11, 150-pound flash. 

Another mainstay for Santa Cruz is 
free safety Robert Rodriguez (6-3,160), 
a senior. Pueblo has plenty of experience 
and belongs in the upper ranks of the 
AAA-II South. 


FLOWING WELLS 


Speaking of playoff teams, the Cabal- 
leros have put together a sensational 
streak of five straight appearances in 
postseason play. Making it back for six 
in a row is far from guaranteed. 

Flowing Wells will have a new head 
coach in ‘88; Ken Gordon opted for a 
change. The new man will find 17 letter 
winners back in uniform this fall from a 
squad that captured seven of 11 contests. 

Foremost among the returnees is slick 
receiver Rob Moen, a 5-9, 170-pound 
senior with 4.7 speed. If the Caballeros 
can get him the ball consistently, he'll 
make some big plays. The likely quar-

terback is Joel Johnson (6-0,185,Jr). 

Other offensive weapons are tight end 
Clint Riley (6-0,185,Sr.) and running 
back Marko Silvas (5-6,150,Sr.). 
Anchoring the offensive line will be Sean 
Sweska, a 5-11, 218-pound senior 
tackle. 

A trio of seniors — Dale Ball (5- 
10,185,DE), Keith Holt (6-0,180,LB) 
and Pat Ryden (6-1,165,DB) — could 
show the way on defense. Depth might 
be a problem, but don’t sell these guys 
short. 


DOUGLAS 


The offensive sparks should fly this fall 
at Douglas, but the Bulldogs must shore 
up their defense to have a successful 
season. A dozen lettermen are back for 
Coach Dick Keith, who hopes to best the 
4-6 mark Douglas registered in ‘87. 

Among the eight returning starters on 
offense are skill position players like 
David Rose (5-10,185,QB), Eddie 
Campas (5-9,175,RB) and Tim Wilkin- 
son (6-3,200,TE). The interior line will 
feature Del Cabarga (5-10,210,Sr.), 
Ramon Acosta (6-3,250,Sr.) and Mike 
Schmitt (6-3,195,Jr.). 

Keith anticipates Marty Hill (6- 
4,210), Jose Montano (6-0,170), 
Richey Martinez (6-3,180), Armando 
Maza (5-9,190) and Art Rivas (5- 
9,170) will also contribute. 


NOGALES 


The Apaches also have a new head 
mentor; Hector Ramirez inherits a 
varsity club that had its problems (3-7) 
in ‘87. However, a number of players 
from last year’s 7-1 JV could blend with 
17 returning lettermen to give Nogales 
a push in the right direction. 

Pulling the trigger in the Apache 
attack will be senior signal caller Iran 
Cota (5-10,190). He’s generally 
regarded as one of the top quarterbacks 
in southern Arizona. And he'll have 
ample experienced help in the backfield. 

Senior running backs Edgar Condes 
(5-10,150), Marcell Parra (5-8,170) 
and Joe Ellis (5-10,170) should be able 
to move the ball on the ground, while 
Cota finds wideouts David Soria (5- 
10,150,Sr.), Arturo Rodriguez (5-

PALO VERDE

stronger than they were last year.” 

Droegemeier does return 21 lettermen 
from ‘87. However, the Titans struggled 
through a 0-9 campaign and drastic 
improvement is needed to get back on 
the winning track. 

Two-way standout Rick Snow (6- 
2,205,Sr.) figures to be a leader — both 
at fullback and at linebacker. Also 
handling the pigskin will be Ron North 
(5-9,165,Sr.), Kareem Shabazz (6- 
1,180,Jr.) and Grant Piontek (5- 
7,155,Sr.) at running back. The quar- 
terback could be either Sean Phipps or 
Mike Camp, both up from a 5-3 JV.

Surely, one of those traditional 
powers would assume the favorite’s role 
in the A South. 

But this is 1988 and change is in the 
air. Undoubtedly, the Saffords and 
Miamis will still have their moments, but 
our favorite to win the league title is the 
San Manuel Miners. Coach Jim Wright's 
squad seems ready to flex its muscles in 
the playoffs after improving from 3-7 in 
1986 to 7-3 last year.

SAN MANUEL 


It won’t be easy, but the Miners enter 
‘88 with high hopes. Seventeen lettermen 
return, including honors candidates Joe 
Howard (5-7,165,RB/SS), Juan Nieto 
(5-11,210,OT/DT), Larry Sampson (6- 


3,175,SE) and Marco Cota (5- 


8,165,RB/DE). Howard is particularly 
impressive, having contributed 1,085 
yards rushing and six interceptions a year 
ago. 

The offensive attack will be guided by 
junior quarterback Joe Starman (6- 
0,180), whom Wright describes as “an 
experienced leader and a good athlete.” 
Cota gained over 500 yards in ‘87 from 
the other running back slot and he should 
be a big factor again. Defending the run 
will be a major chore for San Manuel 
opponents. 

Others to watch include linemen Abe 
Arbizo (6-2,220,Jr.), Rudy Rono (5- 


11,185,Sr.), Chris Torrez (5- 


10,165,Sr.), Clint Fisher (6-0,185,Jr.), 
Chris Martin (5-11,180,Jr.) and Warren 
Smith (6-2,215,So.). Junior Gabe 
Griego (5-9,160) will compete with 
Starman at quarterback, while junior 
Robert Howard (6-1,160) will see play- 
ing time both at split end and defensive 
back. 


Up from the JV are a number of solid 
players like Gary Magallanes, Dax 
Trujillo and Dwayne Clinton. If the 
Miners can stay fairly healthy, this year 
could be one for San Manuel fans to 
remember. 


SAFFORD 


Coach Ken Guzik faces a big-time 
rebuilding job this fall. He lost 10 of 11 
starters on offense and nine of 11 of 
defense. Even perennial standout Mike 
Turner has graduated and moved on to 
the next level. 

But don’t write the Bulldogs off too 
quickly. Guzik and gang lost just once 
in eleven outings last year and 15 
veterans are back from that unit. Also, 
the JV didn’t lose (8-0 in ‘87), so the 
cupboard isn’t exactly bare. 

Guzik is counting on his defense to 
keep the Bulldogs in games early in the 
year, while the offense has time to put 
everything together. Therefore, seniors 
Steve Hansen (6-1, 180, LB), Sergio 
Macias (5-11, 180, LB), Curt Schmidt 
(5-9, 160, DB), Rudy Martinez (6-1, 
190, DL), Robert Varella (6-2, 195, 
DL), John Cochran (5-10, 175, LB), 
Jeremy Lutz (5-10, 175, DB) and junior 
Gabe Dersam (5-7, 205, DL) will play 
especially important leadership roles in 
September and October. Schmidt (QB) 
and Martinez (OL/PK) will be very 
visible on offense too.
